A Marine Corps crony of accused assassin Lee 
Harvey Oswald who denied having any contact with 
Oswald when both lived in New Orleans was 
charged with perjury by the DA’s office in connec- 
. tion with presidential death probe testimony. Free 
lance writer Kerry W. Thomley of Tampa, Fla., was 
accused in a direct bill of information of lying in 
testimony before the Orleans Parish Grand Jury 
Feb. 8.
